Dear Sir: I regret to 
inform you that the Southern Alber- 
tu Senior Amateur Hockey League 
at the annual meeting yesterday re¬ 
jected/your application for admission 
tp the'group this season. The^ia- 
jority of the Clubs represented at the 
meeting were in favor of admitting 
your team hut it was found impossi¬ 
ble to get an unanimous vote in fav¬ 
or as provided in the constitution of 
our League.

their profits to this country in which 
they operate. This is the main ob¬ 
jection to these flitting salesmen. 
They take a great amount of money- 
out of this district which is never re¬ 
turned in any form to the local 
district. The same sums spent 
with local business houses would be 
distributed in various methods in this 
vicinity. They would return to us in 
the forms of taxes, staple purchases, 
support of every religious, philan- 
thopic or social effort. Every organ¬ 
ization and society in town looks for 
its promotion and support to local 
people. But how are local people to 
be in a position to give as liberally 
as they would like if business which 
should gravitate to them, is ‘-picked 
up by transient poachers. 

It is not that most of us are de¬ 
liberately disloyal. In succumbing 
to the lure of the super salesman, we 
are unwilling but weak- A whole¬ 
sale campaign of discouragement 
might prove effective in black listing 
this district so that the average per¬ 
son would be released from the hour¬ 
ly demands on time and money. 

One method of discouragement 
might lie in trying to sell the agent 
himself something. As he stands at 
the door all ready to bubble “Mrs. 
Blank, you have been recommended 
to me as a highly intelligent woman, 
likey to appreciate this remarkable 
offer,’’ Mrs. Blank might forestall 
him with, “Do come in. I just want 
to take a few minutes of your time 
to show you this magnificent chair or 
table or what not that I am offering 
on good terms for today only.”

A gift of $15,000,000 was given by 
Edward Harkness, an American bil¬ 
lionaire to Gi-eat Britain to be used 
for its most pressing needs. With¬ 
out doubt there is a great deal back 
of this gift. Mr. Harkness is of Eng 
lish descent and while he made his 
fortune in America, yet he has a love 
of Britain, sympathy for her misfor¬ 
tunes, admiration for her gallant 
struggle with debt and taxes, grati¬ 
tude for the part she played in the 
Great War, and, possible, >ome slight 
apprehension as to what might hap¬ 
pen to the world if Britain collapsed 
or withdrew from active participa¬ 
tion in the affairs of this planet. Evi¬ 
dently Mr. Harkness does not regard 
his donation as simple charity. It is 
more in the nature of life insurance, 
mingled with a sense of mild regret 
that Britain which did more to win 
the war than any two of the Allies, 
should come out at the short end of 
the horn. The world was saved from 
democracy but the large expense had 
to be assumed by Britain. Other 
countries can beg off for one reason 
or another, but Britain seems to 
know no way of settling her debts 
except by paying them. He was wil¬ 
ling to cancel what the world owed 
him if the world would do likewise, 
a? but the United States, where Mr. 
Harkness lives which had won all the 
money in the war would not consent. 
This may explain the reason of the 
gift. Of course the giving of $16,000- 
000 is a fine gesture on the part of 
one individual and it may be the 
means of convincing the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment that their policy of getting 
all the money in the world together 
and sitting on it, is not good business 
Britain had the right idea when she 
proposed cancelling international 
war debts and starting afresh.

In Civic Elections Supreme Court 
Says Tenants Do Not Vote 


Under the Municipal Elections Act 
tenants of land have not the right to 
vote in Municipal elections. This is 
the finding of the Appellate division 
of the Supreme Court of Alberta, in 
the appeal against the election of A. 
J. Cawthorne as Councillor of the 
M. D. Stockland by the unsucessful 
candidate, King. As the rejection of 
protested votes still left Cawthorne 
with a majority, the appeal was dis¬ 
missed, but a« Judge Macdonald in 
district -court had affirmed the right 
of tenants to vote, the opinion of the 
appeal court was asked. 

The members of the appeal court 
concurred that the Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts Act did not confer the right to 
vote in municipal elections on ten¬ 
ants of lands.

He paid a visit to the 
plant, studied the technicalities of 
operation and returned to his farm 
to work out his scheme. By inquir¬ 
ies at Experimental Farms tie Team¬ 
ed that a ton of straw yields 10,000 
cubic feet of gas with by products of 
charcoal, tars, oils, etc. 

Starting with a miniature plant, 
he succeeded in producing gas and 
so on. He was then ready for his 
farm size machine which he installed. 
Now, from straw and weeds, he cre¬ 
ates enough gas to light and heat his 
home.

SELL IT THRO HOGS 


The crusaders who have stayed 
with the Turner Valley Oil Field 
have expended great sums in order 
to reach the present stage of high 
efficiency. .'"1 > 

It is well known that the Valley 
product is of very high gravity. 
Heavier oil is brought into Calgary 
refineries, to blend with the Turner 
Valley product for commercial gaso¬ 
line, and this year production has 
reached the point where crude naph¬ 
tha will have to be exported to 
neighboring provinces to offset the 
amount of crude brought in for blend 
ing. 

The expense of drilling has been 
heavy, and various equipments have 
come and gone. Rotary tools intro¬ 
duced lowered costs until limestone 
was reached, but at that stage it has 
been known to cost $100 a foot in 
materials used up. This was prohi¬ 
bitive, so the latest development has 
been the introduction of Sheldon 
Burden hydraulic feed, automatic 
control, rotary equipment. This may 
in time displace diamond drill and 
ordinary rotary. 

Geological conditions also show 
considerable faulting which increases 
the difficulties of drilling. There 
have been many crooked holes in 
wells drilled with rotary tools. But 
automatic feed tends to maintain 
sraight holes. 

The freezing of wells in Turner 
Valley is a serious problem, and the 
various causes of this are being at¬ 
tacked. Freezing may extend over a 
period of time resulting in serious 
loss of revenue. The freezing is diffi¬ 
cult to control, and the cure appears 
t^o be in keeping up sufficient temper¬ 
ature below ground. This may be 
done by* high pressure maintained at 
the top of the well. This results in 
reducing the flow of gas and oil con¬ 
siderably, but on the other hand en¬ 
sures steady production over a long 
period of time. 

Operating wells at high pressure 
is at present to be the only per¬ 
manent solution of freezing.

Feed Your Cheap Grain to Hogs and 
Get a Profit 


Whether to sell grain through live¬ 
stock or for cash has been in the past 
a much discussed question. Hereto¬ 
fore the attraction of selling grain 
for cash has been the low amount of 
labor relatively involved and the 
quickness of the transaction. 

Tabulated records have been made 
of late in estimating the return from 
feeding grain to hogs. Where milk 
supplements are available it has been 
found that UH) lbs. of hog is being 
produced with the equal of 400 lbs. 
of grain, while experts are using ev¬ 
en less. 

Much depends on the skill with 
which the Tto^s are fed. When 500 
pounds of feed are used to produce 
100 pounds of hog, a hog at $10 per 
hundred, would return a value of 
$1,20 a bushel on wheat; 68c on oats 
or 96c on barley. . When the feeder 
has got his feeding to such a science 
that he can produce on 100 pounds of 
bog for 375 pounds of feeds as has 
beeh done, the wheat would pay him 
at the rate ofr$1.60 a bushel, the 
oats 90c, the barley $1.28. 

If hogs ran as low as $6 per hun¬ 
dred, the poorer grades of wheat, etc. 
would still give value per bushel. 

It is understood that ,it is advia- | 
able to mix the grains. A good ra- | 
tion for growing pigs is equal quan- | 
tities of wheat, oats and barley, and 
for finishing, a bushel each of the , 
same grains.

Back he went to 
his native Glasgow and made his 
humble start in 1870 with his “Thom 
as Lipton’s” store. By and bye he 
opened a branch, dispensing to peo¬ 
ple the necessities of life. Branches 
were opened all over Scotland, and 
he made enough money to turn to 
pleasures.

BRANDS SPOIL HIDE 


Harry Sco'tt, Canadian Trade Com¬ 
missioner, writing of prospects for 
the Canadian cattle trade in British 
markets, and, of branded cattle says: 

“Practically the only complaint 
ip^de 'against Canadian cattle 'Wps 
on'- account of branded hiej^s, brand¬ 
ing being regarded as depreciating 
the value as much as 8 shillings 
($1.94) per hide. Otherwise Canadian 
cattle have been highly regarded on 
this market, and if the previous 
standard is maintained in current 
shipments, a satisfactory trade 
should again develop.” 

Least damage is done if the brand 
is put on the neck or the front of the 
shoulder, where it avoids the more 
valuable parts of the leather made 
from the tanned hide. 

It is increasingly important that 
the position of the brand (where one 
is really necessary) and the dehorn¬ 
ing of all cattle should receive care¬ 
ful and immediate attention.

WHAT IS AMATEUR 


Sport Writer in Macleans Shows Up 
Shaky Foundation of Amateurism 
in Canada

With the war that has been raging 
in the sport world, regarding the use 
of the word “amateur” and its mean¬ 
ing in sport, an article in a recent 
Macleans' is very interesting. It is 
written by Frederick Edwards, and 
sweeps the cloak of hypocricy from 
Amateur Hockey as conducted gener¬ 
ally through Canada. 

The crime, in the writer’s opinion, 
lies in the furtiveness and stealth 
which marks the whole system— 
qualities which least of all should be 
associated with sport. 

No doubt the writer has dealt him¬ 
self all kinds of grief, speaking right 
out in meeting. But at that, he is 
speaking to some purpose. His arti¬ 
cle concludes with some straight hit¬ 
ting. 

In Great Britain an amateur is one 
who plays games for fun, and a pro¬ 
fessional is one who plays for profit. 
That is all. 

“So it comes about that in Eng¬ 
land we have the pleasing spectacle 
of peers of the realm, princes of the 
royal blood of India, lawyers and 
merchants, parsons and postmen 
tinkers, tailors and candlestick mak¬ 
ers, amateurs and professionals, play 
ing side by side or in competition 
with one another in country and club 
cricket, and rugby and association 
football. 

“On the other hand, in Canada we 
find an honest professionalism out¬ 
cast and a pseudo-amateurism en¬ 
couraged. In order to protect their 
previous amateur standing in which 
is involved the amateur standing of 
their team mateR and opponents’ 
hockey players who need the money 
are required to scheme and pretend 
and perjure themselves. Responsible 
officials, refusing to face the facts, 
condone practices which make of our 
best non-professional hockey clubs 
speakeasies of sport purveying a 
synthetic and bootlegger, amateur¬ 
ism to their supporters. 

“Straightforwardness, sincerity, 
truth; surely these are the rock-bot¬ 
tom foundations of real sport. If we 
are to have big gates and paid per¬ 
formers, let us at least be frank 
about it. Give the players a fair 
share of the money they pull into the 
rinks; but give it to them openly as 
clean money honestly earned through 
their skill on the ice, not shabbily 
disguised as pay checks for jobs they 
do not perform. 

“Let’s make hockey honest again.’’

USED FERTILIZER 


A number of farmers of this dis¬ 
trict have this year experimented on 
small plots, with the phosphate fer¬ 
tilizers. Samples have been collected 
frorfi the plots by the company turn¬ 
ing out the product, but^as yet no of¬ 
ficial returns have been received to 
serve as a guide for future use, or 
to demonstrate the advantage in the 
use of such fertilizer. 

From the casual observation of 
some of the farmers using it, no 
great difference between the fertil¬ 
ized plots and general run, was no¬ 
ticeable. However, it is easily con¬ 
ceivable that the grain may, under 
testing, prove superior. 

On one farm there was a notice¬ 
able difference on the summerfallow-
